Response to Arguments 
Applicant's arguments, filed 10/6/2006, with respect to the rejections of the present 
claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Bamdad and Duong in the office 
action mailed 8/10/2006 have been fully considered and are persuasive. These rejections have 
been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 24, 30 - 36 and 38 - 43 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: . 
Regarding claim 24, the cited prior art neither teach nor fairly suggest a method of 
analyzing a plurality of biochips comprising: 

a) inserting a first biochip into a first station of an analysis device; 

b) inserting a second biochip into a second station of the analysis device, wherein 
each of said first and second biochips comprise a substrate comprising: 

an array of detection electrodes, each comprising: 

i) a different capture binding ligand; 

ii) a different target analyte; and 

iii) a label; and; 

a plurality of electrical contacts; 

c) detecting current as an indication of the presence of said labels on said first 

biochip; and 
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d) detecting current as an indication of the presence of said labels on said second 

biochip.
